made of the Russian losses iu the battle 
fought in the sea of Japan exclusive of 
nearly 4,000 prisoners vary from seven 
to nine thousand. It is feared that the 
majority perished. Calculating the com- 
plements of the sunken and captured 
ships at upwards Of ten thousand, seven 
thousand men remain unaccounted for. 


It is possible that the ships which es- 


caped rescued some of the members of 
the crews of the less fortunate ships. 
Many bodies have been washed ashore 
on the islands and on the shores of the 
neighboring coasts near the scene of tlie 
battle.

the present crisis.'

frigerator lines are brought under strict 
control, the better it will be for the citi- 
zen.

Russia arid Germany, yet it is significant 
that, hnly has no intention of being loft 
in a defenseless state. Her present navy 
is very antiquated and not particularly 
well equipped and it i; the idea, not so 
much of increasing the naval strength, 
as that of keeping what she has in an 
efficient slate. 


The Rock Island railroad has come to

he had'made hi» headquarters in Burling- 
ton for pretty close to two years. He 
always said that he did not have a home 
and that he traveled all over the coun- 
try, taking in fairs during warm Wea- 
th'er; that he was 33 .y,ears old and a 
bachelor.
